Rowtes for the examination of Candidates for 
tusertion in the list directed to be annually fur- 
nished to Government, by the Notification of the 
Governor General, dated 10th October, 1344. 


1. No one shall be allowed to become a Can- 
didate for insertion in the Annual Returns, who 
is less than 18 or more than 23 years of age ; and 
who is not at the time a student either of a 
Government or of a private Institution recognized 
by the Coune:] of Education. All competitors 
must likewise produce satisfactory proofs of good 
moral character. 


2, very Candidate, whether he belong to a 
Government College or a private Tnstitunon, shall 
be required to undergo the usual Annual exami 
nation, for Senior English Scholarships, a Latin 
bemg substituted for a Vernacular Kssay, at the 
option of each Candidate. 


3. There shall be two class of merit: the first 
shall comprehend all who are in the last year of a 
Senior Scholar#hip, or who, though not actually 
in the last year, would be so, if there had been a 
vacant scholarship at the time when they first 
became eligible for one, or have been engaged for 
ten years in the study of Engligh ‘at a private 
institution, and who obtain at Jeast > bs of the nuin- 
ber of marks allowed in each subject. ‘The second 
class shall melude all other candidates, who obtain 
atleast 4 of the number of marks ailowed for 
complete answera in every subject contained in 
the Senior English Scholarship standard. 


4. ‘The place of cach successful competitor in 
bis class, shall be determined by the relative merit 
of his Iexamination. 


5. Lvery Candidate for insertien in the Coun- 
cil’s list, shall pay a registration fee of Co’s 
Rs 5, prior to bemg allowed to compete at the 
examination. 


6. The Examinations shall be held Annually 
at the Town Hall, afew days befure the Doorga 
Poojah Holidays, of which due notice shall be 
given, 

7. A Student wha shall fail to prove himaelf 
qualified for insertion in the Counceil’s list, shall 
not be permitted to present himself for examina- 
tion more than three times, pre-paying on each 
occasion the usual registration fee. 


8 A Candidate whose name’ shall once have 
appeared inthe return, shall not be allowed to 
compete again witha view to obtain a higher 
prade. 


9, All Candidates, whether from Governfhent 
or private Institutions, must distinctly understand, 
that mere insertion in the returns will by no 
meuns be a sure passport to employment, since 
the preference must depend upon other qualifica- 
tions, as well as upon literary and scientific 
acquirements, and good moral conduct. 


10. The following is the systém of examina- 
tion adopted and the standard of the Senior Eng- 
lish Scholarships referred to, in Rule 2. ‘ 


Sets of questions on the various branches of 
study will be prepared under the direction of the 
Council of Education, who will likewise fix within 
a reasonable time beforehand, the days on which 
the examinations shall be held. 


The Students shall be assembled in a room 


without books, paper or references of apy kind. 
They shall not be allowed to communicate with

each other during the examination, and on that 


account shall be placed at a proper distance from 
each other. 


They will be required to answer the questions 
and to write the Kesays without any assistance 
whatever, and to ensure this, one of the Members 
of the Council of Education will remain in the 
room and superintend the whole examination. 


Any attempt at, or practice of, unfair means, 
shall enbject the offender to, exclusion from the 
examination, as well as from the returns of the 
Council, and thereby render him ineligible for 
Government employment, 


The Council of Education will fix an uniform 
standard of value for each question according to 
its importance, a perfectly correct and complete 
answer will obtam the fall) number of marks 
attached to the que-tion, an imperfect answer 
will obtain a part ouly of the full number, in pro- 
portion to it8 approanmation to correctness and 
completeness. At least 59 per cent, of the aggre- 
gate number of marks attached to an entire set of 
examination questions, will be necessary to enti- 
tle a student to a Senor Scholarship.

OVERLAND PRE-PAID LETTERS. 
OTICK.—With reference to the system of 
optional pre-pay ment of British Postage in 
India, upon Letters for places within the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain, which will come into 
operation on the Ist of the ensuing month of 
March, the following rates of Postage will be le- 
vied, namely, 


Not exceeding $ an ounce,8 Annas,... (1 Shillings) 
Above 4, and not exceeding 1 ounce, 
J Rupee, ' 
Above 1, and not exceciling 2 ounces, 
2 Rupees, 
Above 2, and not exceeding 3 ounces, 
3 Rupees, ....ccccccsesescees sevee (6 Shillings) 
And so on, increasing 1 Rupee,..... (2 Shillings) 
for every additional ounce, or fraction of the 
onnee. 

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Volas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it 18 dispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconvenience of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

‘The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidauce 
of the Post Office Receivers, viz. 


“BRITISH POSTAGE PRE-PAID, 
“ Fra Southampton.” 


Letters not for places, within the United King- 
dom of Great Britain, or whieh may not require 
to pass through the English Post Office, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, preciée- 
ly at the same rates as those fixed for the levy of 
British pre-paid Postage. 

British and Foreign Steamer, or led Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of the India ordinary 
Inland Postage. 

{tis strongly recommended, both for the con- 
venience of the individuals bringing the letters, 
and of the Receivers at the Post Office, gat 
Letters intended to be pre-paid should be accom- 
panied hy separate receipts, or be entered gepa- 
rately from other descriptions of letters Anathe 
Sender's Dawk Receipt*Books. 


N. B.These Rules, until further orders, ere to 
apply only, to letters forwarded via Bombay, npt 
to letters transmitted hence by the Steamats Ben- 
tinck and Hindostan.

Rurrs for the eaamination of Candidates for 
tnsertion in the list directed to he annually fure 
nished to Government, by the Notification of the 
Governor General, dated \0th October, 1844, 


1. No one shall be allowed to become a Can 
didate for insertion in the Annual Returns, who 
is less tt¥an 18 or more than 23 yeare of age ; and 
who ia not at the time a student either of a 
Government or of a private Institution recognized 
by the Council of Education. All competitors 
must likewise produce satisfactory proofs of good 
moral character. . | 

2. Every Candidate, whether he belong ta a 
Government College or a private InStitution, shall. 
be requiréd to undergo the uenal Annual Exami- 
ation, for Senior English’ Scholarships, a Latin 
heing substituted for a Vernacular Esgay, at the 
eption of each Candidate. ; 

8, There shall be two class of merit: fhe first . 
Sener ee ae ee 
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Senior Scholarship, or who, though not actually 
in the last year, would be so, if there had been a 
vacant scholarship at the time when they first 
became eligible for one; or have been engaged for 
ten years in the study of English at a private 
institution, and who obtain at Jeast }ths of the num- 
ber of marks allowed ineach subject. ‘The second 
class shall include all other candidates, who obtain 
atleast + of the number of marks ailowed for 
complete answers in every subject contained in 
the Senior English Scholarship standard. 


4, The place of cach successful competitor in 
his class, shall be determined by the relative merit 
of his Iuxamination. 

5, Every Candidate for insertion in the Coun- 
cil’s list, shall pay a registration fee of Co's 
Rs. 5, prior to being allowed to compete at the 
examination. 


6. The Examinations shall be held Annually 
at the Town Hall, afew days before the Doorga 
Poojah Holidays, of which duc notice shail be 
given. 


7. A Student who shall fail fo prove himself 
qualified for insertion in the Couneil’s |ist, shall 
not be permitted to present himself for examina- 
tion = more than three times, pre-paying on each 
occasion the usual registration fee, 


8 <A Candidate whose name shall once have 
appeared im the return, shall not be allowed to 
compete again with a view to obtain a higher 
prade. 

9, All Candidates, whether from Government 
or private Institution, must distinetly understand, 
that mere insertion in the returns will by ro 
means be a sureepassport to employment, siuce 
the preference must depend upon other qualifie t- 
tiuns, as well as upon hrerary and scientific 
acquirements, and good moral conduct, 


10. The following is the system of examina- 
tion adopted and the standard of the Semor Eug- 
lish Scholarstups referred to, in Rule 2. 

Sets of questions on the various branches of 
study will be prepared under the direction of the 
Council of Education, whe will likewise fix within 
a reasonable time beforehand, the days ou which 
the examinations shal! be held. 

‘Tbe Students shall be assembled in a room 
without books, papers or references of avy kind. 
They shall not be allowed to communicate with 
each other during the examination, and on that 
account shall be placed ata proper distance from 
each other, 

They will be required to answer the questions 
and to write the Lissays without any assistance 
whatever, and to ensure this, one of the Members 
of the Council of Kdacation will remain in’ the 
room and superintend the whole examination. 

Any attempt at, or practice of, unfair means, 
shall subject ihe offender to exclusion from the 
examination, as well as from the returns of the 
Council, and thereby render him ineligible for 
Government employment. 

The Council of Education will fix an uniform 
standard of value for each question according to 
its importance, .a perfectly correct and complete 
answer will @btain the full number of marks 
attached to the question. an imperfect answer 
will obtain a part only of the full number, in pro- 
portion to ifs approximation to correctness and 
completeness, At least 50 per cent. of the aggre- 
gate-natbber ofomarke attached to an entire get of 
examination ‘oneptinns, will be necessary to enti- 
tle a student to a Senior Scholarship, 


The following are the qualification® for the 
Senior nglish Scholarships. 

The candidate must 
compose a fair English 
Jissay. 

He must know the

1. No one shall be allowed to become a Can- 
didate for insertion in the Annual Returns, who 
is lesa than 18 or more than 23 years of age ; and 
who is not at the time a student either of a 
Government or of a private Institution recognized 
by the Council of Education. All competitors 
must likewise produce satisfactory proofs of good 
moral character, | 


2. Every Candidate, whether he belong to a 
Government College or a private Institution, shall 
be required to undergo the usual Annual Exami- 
nation, for Senior English Scholarships, a Latin 
being substituted for a Vernacular Evsay, at the 
option of each Candidate. 


3. There shail be two class of merit: the first 
shall comprehend all who are in the last year of @ 
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Senio: Scholarship, or who, though not actually 
in the last year, would be so, 1f there had been a 
vacant scholarship at the time when they first 
became eligible for one; or have been engaged for 
ten years inthe study of English at a private 
institution. and who obtain at least frhs of the nuni- 
ber of marks allowed in each subject. The second 
class shall include all other candidates, who obtain 
atleast | of the number of marks ailowed for 
complete answersg i CVvery subject contained in 
the Semor English Scholarship standard. 

4. ‘The place of each successful competitor in 
his class, shal] be determined by the relative merit 
of his Examunation. 

5. Every Candidate for insertion in the Coun- 
ei’s list, shall pay a registiation fee of Co’s 
Rs. 5, prior to being allowed to compete at the 
eXitininaflon, 

G6. The Examinations shall be held Annually 
at the ‘Lown Hall, a few days before the Doorga 
Povjah Holidays, of which due notice shall be 
given. 


7. A Student who shall fail to prove himself 
qualified for insertion in’ the Council’s list, ehall 
not be permitted to present himself for examina- 
tion more than three times, pre-paying on each

8 A Candidate whose name shall once have 
appeared inthe return, shall not be allowed to 
compete agai witha view to obtain a higher 
grade.

Sets of questions on the various branches of 
study will be prepared under the direction of the 
Council of Edueation, who will likewise fix within 
a yeasonable time beforehand, the days on which 
the examinations shall be beld. 

The Students shall be assembled in a room 
without books, papers or references of any kind.

Masters to transmit Bills for the Hlutting Allowance which the Commanding Officer will countersizu, 
for the Established Strength of the Regiment addressed to the Deputy Pay Master of the Division, 
who, if he is satisfied of the accuracy of the Bills, will cash them. ‘They will then be submitted to the 
Military Auditor General for examination 

3. On the departure of any Corps from a Station, should the whole of the Hutting Allowance 
which has been received, not have been distributed, the difference shall be Jodged by the Quarter 
Master with the Deputy Pay Master, who will credit the same to Government tn the usual manner.

7. Letters for any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be received and 
disposed of, as if addressed to the United Kingdom. 


8 The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, by the “ South- 
ampton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vice veraa. 


9. The Term ‘ Paid (or Pre-paid,” which is synonymous) being the distinctive mark (indicae 
tive of the wishes of Senders) and the only guide for the Post Office Receivers, all Letters for the 
United Kingdom via * Southampton,” which may be so marked, will, accordingly, be charged with 
Steamer Postage, and such as are not so superscribed, wiil be sent * Bearing.” 


10. The Inland (Indian) Postage which is quitedistinct from, and always levied in addition 
to, Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, by the Sender, at the Posting Office, on Letters forwarded 
from out Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, or from either one Presidency to the other, for transe 
mission by the Steamers, and vice versa, that is, by the Addressee at the Receiving Office.

The following Act, passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 23d of August 
1845, is hereby promulgated for general informa- 
tion: 

Act No. XVUHI or 1845. 


An Act for the punishment of offinces committed by 
Convicts sentenced to imprisonment for life. 


Whereas it is expedient that offences committed 
by Convicts sentenced to-imprisonment for life, 
should be punished with greater severity than 
such offences are punished with in other cases : 


I. Jt is hereby enacted, that within the Terri- 
tories subject to the Government of the Hast Indta 
Company, except within the local limits of the 
juriediction of the Supreme Courts, and except 
within the Settlements in the Straits of Malacca, 
any Cotvict sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
or to transportation for life, who does any act with 
the intention of thereby causing, or with the 
knowledge, that he or she is likely thereby to 
cause the death of any person, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, before the Sessions Court, subject 
to confirmation by the Sudder Court, be punished 
with death, or with traneportation for life, or with 
Corporal punishment not exceeding 39 stripes, 
whether such Conviet dues or does not by such 
act cause the death of any person. 


IJ. Anditishereby enacted, that any such Con- 
‘vict as aforesaid who commits any offence whatever 
other than the offences mentioned in the preced.
